E one woman-show, called 

““Musical Rendez-Vous with 
Wale Feldern and a grand 
Piano” at the YMCA. on Mon- 
day was a banisher of care in 
Hard times The Copenhagen 
parodist has a striking perso- 
nality and remarkable musi- 
clanship.

than an earlier time, in their 
notices. And it seems not too

the performances begin 
promptly at the specified hour. 
If this is done, and late-com- 
ers are barred entrance until 
the end of the first piece of 
music. work or dance, perhaps 
audiences wil} get back the 

habit of arriving on time.
